In 1948 at least one person from 
every six farms in the United 
States was the victim of an acci­ 
dent involving one or more days 
lost from work. 
These days of 
work lost as the results of acci­ 
dents cost the farm ers 17 mil­ 
lion man days of labor and $36,- 
000,000 in cash money. 
F aught stated th a t most acci­ 
dents on the farm could be p re­ 
vented. 
Such a sim ple effort as 
turning off the tracto r switch 
m ay save a leg or an arm in 
working with a m owing machine, 
a combine, a hay baler, a w*ind- 
rower, a hamm ermill, an ensil­ 
age cutter, a wood saw*, and the 
like.

Tin cans may be used for freez­ 
ing fruits, vegetables, dairy prod­ 
ucts, 
eggs, 
poultry, 
and sea­ 
food. 
Foods which require spe­ 
cial lacquer linings for canning 
in tin also require the linings 
when frozen food is packed in tin 
cans. The new slip-top tin can— 
with a removable lid that forms 
the top of the can—allows the 
frozen food to slide out easily 
when the lid is removed. 
Special round or square glass 
containers 
for freezing, 
which 
are stronger at low temperature 
than glass canning jars, are on 
the market., New glass jars for 
freezing are also designed with­ 
out 
“shoulders,” 
allowing 
the 
frozen food to slide out easily. 
The square glass and square 
rigid plastic containers are eco­ 
nomical of space in the freezer. 
Since both the glass and plastic 
containers may become brittle at 
low temperatures, they should be 
handled 
gently to 
keep from 
breaking. 
Lightw eight aluminum boxes— 
new to the m arket— have al u m ­ 
inum lids th a t can be sealed to 
the box with a small tool which 
comes with the box. 
Heavily waxed paperboard c a r ­ 
tons— which require no linings— 
have

They are 
cheaper than tin cans or glass 
but are not usually re-used. These 
may come with slip-top lid, snap- 
in lid, or re-usable plastic top. 
Aluminum foil for freezer use 
—a fairly new wrapping material 
—is handy for wrapping such 
foods as baked cakes or pies, 
meats, and poultry. When lam­ 
inated—made with a backing of 
other sheeting material—it holds 
up better during storage than 
plain aluminum foil. 
With cor­ 
rect folding, these foils provide 
1 a moisture-vapor-proof package. 
Some of the laminated aluminum 
foils can be sealed by applying i 
heat. 
Polyethylene and polythene— j 
two new types of plastic bim­ 
ane useful as liners for cartons or 1

wrappings.

Repentance, the kind the 
Bible describes (as In these Psalm s 
for exam ple), m eans a complete 
change of attitude, it means coming 
over on God’s side and seeing sin 
the way he sees it, seeing life the 
way he sees it. 


God's forgiveneas is not of 
the grudging, remembering, re­ 
minding kind. But
